Living your ' personal' vocation 

What is your "personal" vocation? I am not speaking of 
vocation as a state of life (e.g., marriage, religious life or single life). 
Rather, this concerns your personal vocation, or God's personal plan 
for you or me. It is the "name" by which God calls me. My deepest 
"self." 

I heard about this in a course at the Gregorian University 
taught by Fr. Herbie Alphonso, a Jesuit from India. He said that one 
of the best ways to discover your personal vocation was to watch for 
what strikes you as you read God's Word. What word or phrase that 
consistently strikes your heart. Fr. Herbie gave some examples. It 
might be something like "I am with you" or "remain in my love." 

I wonder what the personal vocation of Pope Francis is? Last 
week he was up early and saw a papal guard standing at his door? He 
asked him: "Have you been up all night?" "Yes," replied the guard. 
"On your feet?" / "Your Holiness, my duty since I took over from my 
companion." / "And aren't you tired?" / "It's my duty Your Holiness." 

Pope Francis looked at him with kindness, went back to his suite 
and came out with a chair: "At least sit down and rest." The guard 
rolled his eyes and answered: "Santo Padre, forgive me, but I cannot! 
The regulations do not allow it." / "The regulations?" / "Orders from 
my captain. Your Holiness." The Pope smiled, "Oh, really? Well, I'm 
the Pope and I order you to sit down." 

The Pope returned to his apartment. After a couple of minutes, he 
came back carrying Italian bread with jam which he had prepared. 
Before the soldier could say anything, the pope told the Swiss Guard, 
"With all the hours spent standing on guard you must be a bit 
hungry." Then he said, "Buon appetito, brother." 

Every pope, priest and parent has a personal vocation. Their regular 
vocation or state of life ought to be lived differently according to how 
God has touched their heart. It seems that God has spoken to Pope 
Francis with a deep love for the "least brothers and sisters" of Jesus. 

It is Vocation Sunday. What is your personal vocation? Do you 
encourage your children or grandchildren to listen for God's call, 
whatever it might be? It is such a beautiful sight to see someone who 
has found their call in life and who lives it every moment of the day.
